Slugfest 


President Ford and Jim m y C arter are showing all 
the signs of preparing for a gloves-off slugfest in the 
campaign for the presidency. 
In addition to trying to reverse his image of being 
completely fuzzy on the issues, Carter is pounding 
away at the Ford administration and their record. On 
the other hand. Ford has decided not to let someone 
else do his campaigning while he is busy running the 
country, and he will be out stumping whenever and 
wherever he feels it is necessary. 
In the short week that has elapsed since the 
Republicans named Ford to head their ticket, six big 
things have happened to show the American public 
that this is not going to be a boring campaign. 
First, Ford agreed to face-to-face debates with 
Carter, and the move, while som ewhat risky, points 
out that Ford will try to stand on his own as a cam ­ 
paigner. If he can hit it hard in the debates as he did in 
his acceptance speech at the convention, Carter is in 
for a few surprises. And it is the first time since 1960 
that two candidates have debated the issues on 
national television. / nd it is the first tim e ever that an 
incumbent has chosen to debate with a challenger. 
Those debates should prove interesting. 
Second, the latest poll indicated that Ford had 
narrowed the rap to within IO percentage points of 
Carter on appeal. C arter had previously led by as 
many as 23 percentage points. The closing in by the 
Ford campaign was expected. 
Third, C arter cam e out of his shell, one that helped 
him dodge the issues and generalize the campaign on 
his way to his nomination. He began hitting the issues 
head-on, and spoke to the Legion conference of 
clemency for draft evaders. 
Ford sent Dole right behind C arter in the west, and 
Dole told the sam e Legion group that Ford had never 
considered pardoning anyone who had chose not to 
serve his country in the arm ed forces. He was 
cheered. The Truth Squad m arched on, following 
Carter to Iowa. 
In Iowa, C arter got to the m eat of things quickly, 
attacking the Ford farm policy. He said he would not 
impose any m ore embargoes on foreign sales of 
American crops, an item he would be led to believe 
has been the downfall of the m arket for the farmer. 
Ford is steering a narrow course down the middle 
of the divided Republican party. He picked Dole, a 
middle-American for the vice-presidency, Jam es 
Baker, a liberal Texan for a cam paign manager, and 
Mary Louise Smith, an Iowan, for the GOP National 
Chairman. 
These things m ake up what could be a very good 
campaign in the fall. Surprises will continue to come 
in, undoubtedly. And it would appear that the head-to- 
head debates between the two men just might be the 
decisive factor in the campaign. For that fight, Ford 
will rehearse with a Jim m y C arter stand-in. 
In a year when an unknown Georgia Governor won 
the Democratic Presidential nomination, and an 
incumbent president almost lost the nomination in his 
own party, there are many things yet to be discovered 
on the wonder trip to Presidentland.

Oar 17-year-old daughter has 
a definite unpleasant body odor. 
Her friends notice It and she is 
becomlag more and more 
embarrassed and isolated. Her 
bathing habits seem to be good. 
She uses underarm lotions and 
sprays, but none seems to be 
effective. Could there be some 
physical condition that causes 
this? Where can we go for help? 
— Mrs. E.K., W. Va. 
Dear Mrs. IC.: 
There 
are 
no 
“ odor 
specialists” to whose help I can 
refer you. There are a very few 
physical disorders responsible 
for such an unpleasant body 
odor. 
If a physical condition does 
exist, it could be traced by your 
own doctor in your own com­ 
munity. 
A group of apocrine glands 
are responsible for normal, 
healthy perspiration. Some 
bacteria seem to flourish in the 
secretion of these glands and 
can produce a bad odor. 
There seems to be some 
advantage in controlling this by 
shaving the underarm hair. 
American women do this almost 
routinely. Men, too, seem to 
benefit by cutting their un­ 
derarm hair shorter. 
Despite the fact that your 
daughter "seems’’ to bathe 
frequently, more consideration 
should 
be 
given 
to 
the 
possibility that her personal 
hygiene 
is 
not 
entirely 
satisfactory. 


Even with more rigid control 
it must be remembere I that 
odors have a way of lingering in 
clothes, causing odors long 
after proper hygiene has been 
established. 
Occasionally, some drugs and 
combination of drugs may be 
responsible for embarrassing 
body odors.

Dear Mrs. S.: 
It is not always possible for a 
mother to remove herself from 
a child’s presence.

A betta- way of avoiding 
transmitting colds to infants 
and children is not to talk to 
them or coo over them and 
spread droplets of infected 
saliva in their direction. 
Infants are hardier than you 
suspect. You must not live in 
terror that your baby will catch 
cold.

w hat could be done by buying a p ro p e rty 
that had re v e rte d to the D epartm ent of 
Housing and

D e v e l o p m e n t , 
rehabilitating it an d selling it for a sm a ll 
profit. Nelson him self bought one and m oved 
into it. 
"It has been a v ery contagious th in g ,” he 
said. He can cite in stan ces of tripled v alu es 
for som e re sto re d properties, such a s one 
bought for $5,000 an d sold for $15,500 a fte r 
$7,000 investm ent. 
Most of the em p ty hom es got th at w ay 
because their ow ners defaulted on 
th e ir 
m ortgages. N elson said. 
Since he began counseling people in th e

clients have kept th e ir hom es or the eq u ity 
they have paid into them , or both, he said .

P riv ate b u sin essm en cannot affo rd the 
kind of loss involved in extensive resto ra tio n 
of houses to k eep them m ark etab le an o th er 
30 y ears, N elson said, but the city m ight 
break even in th e long run.

Keep 'Em Happy

NEW YORK (U P I) — A m ericans w orking 
in th e underdeveloped countries for such 
o rg an izatio n s as CARE and the P eace C orps 
a re m ak in g a m ajor effort to help slow the 
d rift of people from the fa rm s to the cities, 
sa y s C harles Sykes. 
S ykes is a 42-year old n ativ e of D ecatur, 
A la., a black m an who h a s spent his adult 
life, ex cep t for two y e a rs in the A rm y 
In tellig en ce 
Corps, 
w orking 
in 
foreign 
co u n trie s for the U nited N ations and CARE. 
H e joined CARE in G reece in 1961 and h as 
seen ex ten siv e service in India, B angladesh, 
P a k ista n , 
A lgeria 
and 
Poland. 
He 
is 
p re se n tly stationed in E g y p t, w here he is 
d ire c to r of CA R E’s operations. 
H e 
w as educated 
a t 
M iddlebury 
and 
C olum bia and the U niversity of Oslo in 
N orw ay. He m arried a P olish w om an, a 
law y er, w hile he w as se rv in g as C A R E ’s 
g e n e ra l d irecto r in P oland. 
T he d rift from co u n try sid e to city, of 
co u rse, 
is 
not 
a 
phenom enon 
of 
the 
underdeveloped 
countries 
only. 
It 
is 
a 
n a tu ra l consequence of the m echanization of 
a g ric u ltu re and the failu re of com m odity 
p ric e s a t the farm to keep up w ith the prices 
of p ro cessed farm p roducts and industrial 
goods. 
I t’s also a result of m an y social factors in 
the industrialized countries as well as the 
underdeveloped lands. B ack in the w artim e 
d ay s of 1918 the problem w as d ram atized for 
the U nited S tates by the p lain tiv e refrain of 
a hit pop song that ra n : "H ow you gonna 
keep ‘em down on the fa rm a fte r they’ve 
seen P a r e e ? ” 
T he problem of drift to the cities is a lot 
m o re serio u s for countries like Egypt than 
for th e U nited S tates, S ykes said, because 
th e re sim ply a re n ’t the n u m b ers of jobs 
a v a ila b le in Cairo and A lexandria for those 


who leave the toil an d drudgery of th e sm a ll 
farm s in the N ile delta and E g y p t’s o th e r 
lim ited fertile a re a s . 
CARE trie s to help the g o v ern m en t of 
E gyptian P re sid e n t A nw ar S adat slow the 
drift to the cities by seeking to help im p ro v e 
the quality of life on the farm s. 
"W e work th ro u g h E gyptian o fficials and 
technicians a t all lev els,” Sykes ex p lain ed . 
“ Unlike P e ace 
C orps w orkers, 
w e 
only 
rare ly work d ire c tly w ith the people. I d o n ’t 
speak A rabic so I co u ld n ’t work well d ire c tly 
with the E g y p tian fa rm e r.” 
CARE re tu rn e d to Egypt in 1971 a fte r 
having been forced to suspend its o p e ra tio n s 
there, originally begun in 1954, d u rin g the 
Suez crisis of 1957-58 and again in 
1967 
because of a n o th e r M iddle E ast u p h eav al. 


It has en g ag ed largely in feeding and 
health p ro g ram s in E gypt in the p a s t an d 
still is but S ykes presently is p u ttin g big 
em phasis on p ro je c ts to help the fellah een 
(the E gyptian p e a s a n try ) to m ake fa rm life 
e asier and m o re a ttra c tiv e . 
T hese p ro g ra m s include training in h o m e 
re p a ir of tra c to rs an d other farm m a c h in e s, 
restru ctu rin g 
of 
E gyptian 
villages 
and 
com m unity 
d evelopm ent, 
p ro jects 
i n 
knitting, 
w eaving 
and 
carp en try . 
I n 
association w ith th e E gyptian A g ricu ltu ral 
U niversity at 
T a n ta , CARE is 
fo sterin g 
projects to develop fish farm ing and ra isin g 
flocks on flooded ric e fields. 
"E g y p t h as one of the highest p o pulation 
densities in th e w o rld ,” Sykes e x p lain ed , 
“ 2,620 to the sq u a re m ile of a ra b le lan d . 
O verall density is m ath em atically sm a ll but 
m uch

c o u n try ’s 
area 
is 
d e s e rt. 
"A lfnost 60 p er c en t of the population is still 
r u ra l. 
CARE also is w orking with g o v ern m en t 
officials to fo ster fam ily planning m e a s u re s 
in the land of th e P h arao h s.
